Allegations in the. Case. 


The bill. of’ complaint in the lower 
court was filed by The-Associated Press 
to restrain’ the International News Serv- 
ice from pirating the news of The Asio- 
ciated Press. It was contended that the 
news of the complainant was pirated in 
three ways: First, by bribing employes 
of newspapers published by Associated 
Press members to. furnish Associated 
Press news. to the International News 
Service; second, by inducing Associated 
Press members to violate the by-laws of 
The Associated Presssq as-to permit 
the International News Service to obtain 
Associated Press news. hefore - publica- 
tion, and, third, by copying Associated 
Press news from bulletin boards and 
early editions and selling this bodily, or 
after rewriting, to defendant’s custom- 
ers. 

The District Court granted the pre- 
liminary injunction sought by The Asso- 
ciated Press under the first and, second 
headings, but refused a préliminary in- 
‘junction to restrain’ taking news from 
bulletin boards and early, editions. The 
District Court ‘was satisfied that this 
constituted unfair: trade, -but, as : the 
legal question: was declared to, be.“ one 
of first. ‘impression,’’. decided - that: the 
allowance. of. an ‘injunction on. thé third 
point should await an ‘appeal.:

Grey Sees It in Paris Congress, 
Which He Would Make Permanent, 


LONDON, Dec,.. 28.Viseount. Grey, 
former Secretary of State for Foreign’ 
Affairs, has written, at the request of 
the Research Committee of the e 
of Nations Union, an introductory note 
to a pamphlet entitled, ‘The Peace 
Conference and After.” After urging 
the great opportunity afforded -by the 
Peace Conference for taking a practical 
step in the direction of forming a League 
of Nations, Viscount Grey says: 

“It is not necessary..for the Peace 
Conference to create a League of Na- 
tions. The conference will in itself be 
@ vital beginning of such a league. All 
that is absolutely necessary is that it 
should not commit suicide, but keep 
itself alive by adjourning and leaving 
@ permanent’ organization instead of 
dissolving itself and destroying its’ ma- 
chinery. 

‘‘ This is not all that is desirable, but 
it fs all that is essential. A beginning 
that has in it/ vitality and power\ of 
growth is better than a more complete 
and more attractive creation that has 
no life. One is a living ‘thing, while 
the other is a piece of furniture. ° 

“Two more points’I would especially 
commend to careful and sympathetic at- 
tention. One is the possibility of apply- 
ing the principle of trusteeship to those 
vast tracts, especially Africa, where no 
independent national Government of 
the native inhabitants can be formed. 
The other is emphasis on the earnest ad- 
vocacy of the part to be taken by the 
United States in helping to give effect 
to this principle of trusteeship and in 
the council ‘of the world, Without the 
United States any council or League 
of Nations will soon be little better than 
the oldconcert of Hurope,; which: was.

The newly won’ liberty seems to 
have an intoxicating effect on large 
numbers of persons, not permitting. 
them to see the danger of this vastly 
growing idleness. 

In “addition there are constant 
strikes, generally, it is true, for only a 


{ad short duration, because empléy- 


rs think it best to settle at whatever 
cost. These large numbers of idle. 
people throng Berlin's streets, and, to- 
gether with the many returned and as 
yet undischarged soldiers and Christ- 
mas .shoppers, give the city. an un- 


increase the rent’ of flats and rooms 
enormously and boom the hotel busi- 
ness to a degree never ‘known before, 

In these circumstances, propitious to 
their cause, all the Berlin. waiters 
have decided to strike unless they get 
wages high enough om which to sub- 
sist without tips. They demand from 


‘100 to 500 marks monthly. Some ho- 


tels and large wine restaurants have 
already granted their demands, which 
take effect together with the eight- 
hour law on Jan. 1. 

** Do you really mean that you will 
refuse tips after that date? '’ I asked 
waiters at various restaurants. Very 
few remained firm. 

‘*. If guests leave coin on the table 
or under their plate, we shall certainly 
not run after them to return it, nor 
shall we throw it away. But our or- 
ganization will have a notice posted 
in each restaurant stating, ‘ Waiters 
in this establishment receive decent 
wages and do not rely on tips,’ was 
the usual answer. 

The cause of the waiters is further 
complicated by men returned from the 
front, who demand their old positions 
which were filled during the war by 
women. They: have formed a Waiter’ s 
Council and sent députations to ‘the 
large restaurants, demanding the dis- 
charge of girls and their own rein- 
statement. In a few cases they have 
threateried violence if refused. 

Mostly, however, they have accepted 
the proprietor’s statement that he 
must consult the Restaurant and Hotel 
Keepers’ Association before he can 
answer. The association will decide 
| today, and unless it grants the de- 
mands of employed as well as unem- 
ployed waiters, all the restaurant help 
in, Berlin will stop work on Christ- 
mas Eve, at 6 o’clock. 

Even, waitresses disdain: the fact 
that the proprietors assenting will in 
many’ cases deprive them of their 
livelihood in favor of waiters returned 
from. the front. These waitresses 
earned so much money during the war 
in tips that they think they can well 
afford to’ look on a while till some- 
thing turns up. , 

To check the idleness among the 
men returned from the war the Gov- 
ernment is about to issue a decree 
making work compulsory—as far as 
that: Gan be done at any rate. Its 
effect will be that any person will 
forfeit the right to a‘ legal subsidy if 
he.refuses work that is offered him.

Regulations Held Back. 


Two. sets of regulations haa been 
drafted for the control of the German 
‘population. They got even beyond 
the printer, but were never issued for 
the simple reason that the wise heads 
governing the army say that théy 
have no use for them: - What is the 
use-of driving people off the streets 
if they behave, it is argued, or what 
is the use of closing cafés if nobody 
gets drunk? 

When the military police came they 

‘took an old ambulance ‘and refitted 
it for a’ police patrol, but every time 
Ivhave seen it the Black Maria was 
empty. - 

We are governing about five thou- 
sand ‘square miles of German territory 
and about a million people with about 
as mucn friction as on a Sunday after- 
‘moon in Brooklyn. 

The Germans are behaving well, 
This. is, perhaps, not from any other 
motive than discretion, but neverthe- 
less.they are behaving well. 

-As for. the Americans, they also are 
behaving well. It has not been found 
necessary to discipline either officers 
or; ‘men. 

‘As for fraternization, nothing is 
feared from that. Here is the only 
order. General Dickman has found 
necessary: “ Officers and men must 
exercise mere care in their relations 
with the enemy civil population. Con- 
versations, except on official business, 
will be limited to the minimum. de- 
manded by courteous tolerance. Pub- 
lic association with civilians will be 
discouraged, and commanding officers 
will see that their officers.and men 
conduct themselves accordingly.’’ 

_ ‘This sounds more severe than it is. 


Americans Unlike Allies. 


The French and British and Belgians 
are rather more severe with the Ger- 
man population than are the Amer- 
icans, and-that is but natural. They 
have more _to atchemibat against the 
German: . 

. Then, again, the doughboy is differ- 
ent fromm any other soldier on earth. 
On ‘the battlefield he is the roughest 
customer that the war brought to 
France; off the battlefield he is the 
most human of all the soldiers. 
“In a hundred ways he. shows this, 
but in none so much as in his devo- 
tion to children. In France the dough- 
boy off duty is always surrounded by 
a group of youngsters, and here in 
Germany it is much*the sanie, for 
. ehildren are the same the world over, 
and so is the doughboy. 

There are no rules against soldiers 

’ fraternizing with children, and if there 
Were it is a question how many more 
Generals we would have to have_to 
enforce it. 

This fondn of the American sol- 
Ger for children impresses itsélf up- 
on all who see him. The’French re- 
mark upon it here along the Rhine 
and ‘sométimes frown. That is be- 
cause they do not wnderstand the 
doughboy.

Kuhn, and which is part of. the Amer- 
i¢an’ Army of Occupation in, Gérmany, 
will .be sent to. Russia, 

Information reaching the Russian Ein- 
bassy indicates that an iron ring is 
steadily being formed around the outer 
édges of those parts of Bolshevist Rus- 
sie which-the Red army has been con- 
trolling... This ring extends from the 
Archangel region, in the northern part 
of European Russia, where -American 
and allied forces are aligned with Rus- 
sians against the Bolsheviki, across the 


Siberian front, and the Ekaterinburg 
front, to the region of: the Doh Cossacks, 
and. thence along the Black Sea region 
to the. Ukraine wnich reaches to Poland, 
There are also British and French naval 
forces in. the Baltic operating against 
Bolsheviki-on the Esthonian shore. 

It was intimated today that the Polish 
Army of 50,000 men, part of which ‘has 
been landed at Dantzig, and which has 
been serving in France urider command 
¢ General Joseph Haller, may be ¢€m- 
pl oyed by the Allies along the Polish- 

ussian front to resist ¢ encroach- 
ments of the bolsheviki, ar as the 
Czechoslovak army. on. the Siberian-Rus- 


sian front has been utilized, under 


French direction, to arrest the eastern 
‘movement of the Bolsheviki. 


The Poles 
are understood to be wilting to co-oper- 
ate with the Allies in any service that 
may be properly rendered to Russia in 
an effort to halt Bolshevist aggressions. 
The Bolshevist forces on the Wkaterin- 
burg front of Buropean Russia have 
been defeated by troops of the Omsk All- 
Russian Government, according to cable 
auvices received at the Russian Em- 
bassy.-today from Omsk. The dispatch 
stated that the Red army was in demor- 
alized retreat northward toward Perm, 
ana that the Russians had captured -con- 
siderable booty. It explained that the 
defeat of the Bolsheviki was achieved 
by the Russian forces without the par- 
papation of allied or Czechoslovak 
‘orces. 


The 79th Division, commanded by 
Major Gen. Joseph E: Kuhn, is made up 
of troops from Northeastern Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland, and the District of 
Columbia. It was at Vacherauville, 
France, on Nov. 28.

‘* As hostages, Grand Duchess Elena 
Petrova, Coufitess Henrikova, and a 
third, whose name I don’t know, were 
taken away. The total hostages were 
about six. The Bolsheviki fled in the 
direction of Verknoturie. 

‘The Academician Bunakovhky, a 
member of the Russian Historical So- 
ciety, found accidentally in the ‘secret 
division of the Senate archives the 
proof sheet of a ‘ collection of laws 
ordered of the Government,’ dated 
Oct. 17, 1905, in which was printed 
the following manifesto: 

‘* Disturbances and riots in the capi- 
tal and many parts of the empire are 
filling my heart. with painful grief. 
The welfare of the Russian Emperor 
is indissolubly joined with the welfare 
of the people, and the affliction of the 
people is his grief. From ie disturb- 


ances which have now arisen may |lif 


proceed deep disorder among the pop- 
ulation, a threat to the unity and in- 
tegrity of our State. 

_ “In these days, when the fate of 
Russia is being. determined, we con- 
sider it the duty of our conscience to 
fuse our people into a close union and 
join all ‘the powers of the population 
for the height of the State’s pros- 
perity. 

‘*** Therefore we have decided to ab- 
dicate the throne of thé Russian Em- 
pire and lay do. a the high power. De- 
siring not to be separated from our 
beloved son,- we surrender the succes- 
sion to our brother, the Grand Duke 
Michael, and bless him upon the 
ascendance to the Russian throne.

Government Retains Only Intern- 
ment Power and Control of 
- Border Entry and Exit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Effective on 
Christmas Day, all restrictions will be 
removed from German enemy. aliens in 
the United States except the free right 
to enter and depart from the. country 
and the Government's ghee of intern- 
ment, it was announced this afternoon 
at the Department of Justice. This no- 
tice means that seventeen of the twenty 
restrictions undér which they have lived 
will be lifted. 

Probably the most important- feature 
of the removal of the ban will be abil- 
ity of the Germans: to move freely in 
and about the waterfronts. of the va- 
rious cities, where up to this time they 
have” been prohibited. .In New. nee 
City alone more than 76,000 Ger 
enemy aliens had to register, and naae 
of these was allowed in the water- 
front area without’a pass.

Mr. Stefansson thinks, however, 
more detailed, and more valuable infor- 
mation may be obtained by cruising the 
northern seas in the latest and biggest 
type of submarine.

The submarine, it seems to 
me, offers the opportunity that all along 
has been needed successfully to make 
detailed scientific investigation.

WAR CONTRACT SETTLEMENTS. 
’ According to the survey of the Mer- 


chants’ Association, ‘* the largest sin- 


gle factor affecting industry ’’ is the 
Government's cancellation of war con- 
tracts and withdrawal from the mar- 
According to figures from Wash- 
ington, there are $1,675,000,000. in- 
volved in 6,600 contracts which. were 
verbal and informal, often telegraphic 
or telephonic. The .Treasury - Con- 
troller holds that they: are unlawful

other respect than that the Govern- 


‘ ment was eager to get the goods in the

there is is without reproach, and the 
unlocking of the frozen credits is a 
matter of interest extending far be- 
yond the Government and the con- 
tractors.

The first- attempts to meet the re- 
quirement of ‘Treasury formalities 
were not, well considered.

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NEWS IS PROPERTY. 
By the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court handed down yester- 
day in the. case of The Associated 
Press against the International News 
Service, it is declared that news ob- 
tained by the expenditure of money 
and of labor is property and that the 
courts will protect the property rights 
of the owner therein. The case arose 
in an action to enjoin the International 
News Service\from copying news dis- 
patches of: The Associated Press from 
the early: editions: of its member 
papers or from bulletins of those news- 
papers, and from bribing employés of 
member newspapers of The Associated 
Press to furnish it with ‘‘tips’’ of 
news to be rewritten, expanded, and 
sent out as its own. The injunctions 
granted by the Federal Court in New 
York are sustained by the Supreme 
Court. It upholds all the contentions 
of The Associated Press and stamps as 
unwarranted the charga of the de- 
fendant that The Associated Press 
also had been guilty of practices 
similar to those of. which the Inter- 
national News Service was found to be 
guilty. — 
The decision is of very great im- 
portance, not only to The Associated 
Press but as a protection to. in- 
dividual newspapers spending large 
sums of money for cable and other 
news specially ‘obtained by thém for 
their own use. News:dispatches which 
are the product of their Gamers 
and enterprise are now guaranteed’ 
protection ‘against piracy. Of the 
practices specifically enjoined, the 
Court : declares that they constitute 
**an unauthorized interference with 
*‘the normal operation of complain- 
‘* ant’s legitimate business, precisely; 
‘* at the point where the profit is to 
** be reaped.’’ Freshness is an es- 
sential element in the value of news. 
'If it is purloined from its lawful owner 
and simultaneously distributed 'to the 
public by a rival, it is evident that the 
rival association or newspaper reaps 
without cost to itself benefits which 
the owner of the news had sought to 
obtain by the expenditure of time, 
money, and.labor, often large sums of 
money. Of. such a transaction the 
Court says that it ‘‘ speaks for itself 
‘*and a court of equity ought not to 
** hesitate long in characterizing it as 
* unfair competition in business.” 

In a dissenting opinion it was de- 
clared that‘to set up a property right 
in news would be to establish a 
monopoly in news. The Court’s opin- 
ion makes it: clear. that this is not the 
case. News of spontaneots origin is 
open to anybody; reports of it may be 
written and transmitted by the agents 
of any organization or newspaper who 
happen to be on ‘the spot. Nobody 
has ever ‘ thought B establish a 
monopoly of the ‘right 6 report an 
fearthquake, a conflagration, a de- 
thronement, , or. a revolution. But 
when @ news‘gathering: organization 
a|like The Associated Press” or an :in- 
dividual newspaper has secured a re- 
port of any of these events written by

AN INTERSTATE TREATY. 

There is no novelty about treaties 
between States of the United States, 
but the suggestion that the treaty be. 
‘tween New York and. New Jersey of 
1834 should be brought up to date has 
all the shock of surprise to some. 
There are those who know. that the 
‘treaty has been made use of in’ nti- 
sancé, pollution, and immigration 
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only -to 
the powers they cinveyed to the Fed- 
eral Government, so. as tot end” the 
‘troubles: resulting’ from the ligh: 
cases. It ‘will.’ be recalled what

United States. The proposal: is mere- 
ly that the States shall co-operate in 
creating a single jurisdiction ever in- 
terests which are crippled .by the lack 
of a single control and by jJealousies 
which will be allayed by joining those 
whom commerce has joined and whom 
no jealousies should put asunder.

DOOR DELIVERY DROPPED. 


Contemplated War Measure to Have 
Peace Time Consideration.

Government, G. A. Martiuszine has just 
come to New York and soon will go to 
Washington to confer with the Russian 
section of the War Trade Board... Mr. 
Martiuszine is Secretary of Finance in 
the Provisional Government of Northern 
Russia and comes with full authority to 
make arrangements for the exchange of 
exports and the establishment of credits, 
He feels sure that the two countries can 
work in harmony, and that with intel- 
ligent co-operation order can be re- 
[abe and the misery in Russia re- 


The territory under the jurisdiction. of 
the Provisional Government is equal to 
the area of France and has a popula- 
tion of 1,000,000. The western boundary 
is a line running south from the Mur- 
man coast to Lake Oneg, and then from 
a point about 125 miles north of Petro- 
grad the southern boundary runs due 
east. The Government is administered 
from Archangel by representatives 
ssoen from _a democratic 
ing of the Cadets, the right win 
the centre of the Social Revolu Fhe 
Party, and the Menshevixi, who are the 
conservative wing of the Social Demo- 
crats. They were either members of the 
Constituent bly, which was dis- 
peeeea by the Bolsheviki, or were local 

uthorities at the time the revolution 
broke out. Among Peter 
Zubor, the General Secretary, and S. 
Gorodetetsky, the Secretary of Justice. 
According to Mr, Martiuszijne, they all 
oy the confidence of the masses. 

n explaining his mission to this 
country, Mr. Martiuszine said yesterday 
that he not only held credentials from 
the’ Provisional Government of Northern 
Russia, but also from centres of the co- 
operative movement. His mission was 
not so much political, hg said, as it was 
economic. 

‘‘There are many things we reed,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and we-are looking to you 
in America to help us. Dspecially are 
foodstuffs required, those foodstuffs 
which we have been wanting for several 
years, among them condensed milk and 
sugar. In exchange we can export flax, 
timber, hides, skins, and furs. But 
even with an understanding of what 
we need, it will be een nea! to provide 
for the tonnage in which to carry it 
and to arrange for establishing credits 
to cover the cost of the inevitable ex- 
cess of goods you will send to us. 8 
means the Go-cnata tion of the Govern- 
ment. and the banking institutions in 
this country. To help-carry out these 
agg I shall leave in a few days 


a of the War Trade Board. 

‘“*I wish to take the opportunity of 
PR an the appreciation of my fel- 
low Russians for the work that the 
Americans are doing in Russia, for 
democratic Russia has full confidence 
in the democracy of the United States, 
led by such a noble and democratic 
statesman as President Wilson. Demo- 
cratic Russia places hope in the friend- 
ship of the United States and is ready. 
for such friendship, believing that the 
United States is pursuing a thoroughly 
unselfish poey, and is interested in the 
welfare of the Russian people, 

*“‘To illustrate what mean I may 
cite the action of the "kesoriodn Am- 
bassador ‘\when Captain Chaplin, a 
naval officer, tried to overthrow the 

Provisional {Government last Septem- 
ber, The Captain was supported by a 
group of officers and reactionaries in 
Archangel. He took it upon himself to 
arrest the members of the Government, 
including Tchaikovsky, and then pro- 
| claimed a dictatorship. e democratic 
| classes of the population answered this 
coup d’etat with a strike. The Ameri- 
can Ambassador, David Francis, imme- 
diately interfered, and through his ef- 
forts the members of the Government 
were released and re-established a 
power. That clearly showed that the 
American forces in Russia are not there 
for the purpose of suppression, but are 
there. to help the Russian democracy. 
Eve time Francis speaks he em4 
oe zes the fact that the resurrection 

Russia is not possible through a dic- 
tato rship, but only through the re- 
habilitation of the local governments 
built upon democratic suffrage, and 
through the convocation of the All-Rus- 
sian Constituent Assembly. 

When asked what were the relations 
between the Provisional Government 
and the molchak dictatorship, Mr. Mar- 
tiuszine said that it was extremely dif- 
ficult to say just what the situation at 

was, but that if the action of 
oe was a coup d’etat like that of 
haplin, a all democratic Russia would be 
gain 
Military’ intervention is practical and 
is a real solution of the Russian situa- 
tion according to Mr. artiuszine. 
p to the signing of the armistice,’’ 
he ‘the allied movements a 
dictated by strategic reasons, but condi 
tions are now changed. The democratic 
forces of Russia greeted the forces of 
the Allies when they. came to fight the 
Germans. Since the signing of the ar- 
the allied activities have 
changed. Now the main movement must 
be in the nature of a co-operation with 
the democratic forces. Allied troops 
should od no means enter any territory 
to which they have not been invited by 
the local authorities. With’ universal 
suffrage, the voice of the locality should 
be the determining factor. One part of 
Russia should not attempt to’ use the 
allied troops to oy org its will upon an- 
other part, but if bit by bit the invita- 
tion to restore order is accepted, Rus- 
sia may once more be brought back to 
normal. 

‘“‘I do not think that a is an 
chance of co-operation with the Bol- 
sheviki, because they have shown them- 
selves such a barbarous power in be- 
traying Russia to the enemies of human- 
iy, and they have established a régime 
of murder in ch they do not recog- 
nize the fundamentals of modern democ- 
racy.’’
